many ways by many persons. 
“ Faith is an act in which the 
will, the intellect, and the af­ 
fections all have their place,” 
said Dean W. R. Inge in Lond­ 
on. 
A noted surgeon once said 
he frequently witnessed recov­ 
eries that were thought impos­ 
sible. His best answer to these 
situations was the faith his 
patients had in God. 
Some four centuries ago an­ 
other physician said, “ I dress­ 
ed the wound, but God healed 
it.” 
Does Christ heal people to­ 
day? If so, how? 
One might question the role 
of Christ in our everyday lives 
especially when he reads all 
the disastrous 
news in the 
newspapers. 
And too many 
of us refuse to bury our pride 
and turn to Him for help. 
“Make love, not war,” is 
heard from our youth. 
But 
what is meant by “ love” here? 
Love if properly used has the 
power to transform and re­ 
make life. 
Any opinion survey for an 
alternate to war would bring 
many suggestions. 
One can 
only wonder how many respon­ 
dents would answer, “love.” 
And how does one nation that 
professes a belief in God bat­ 
tle a nation that believes in 
some other leader? 
In today’s lesson we witness

The Local Parish 
Takes Charge 


By REV. DAVID POLING 


In these columns we have said that the mood of the 
Christian church is for a return to the Center. The chal­ 
lenge and threats from the Right and Left have caused 
shake-up and conflict in the household of faith. The re­ 
sulting trend, from our viewpoint, is a return to the Cen­ 
ter where neither the coercion of the conservatives, nor 
the intimidation of the radicals can distort the witness of 
the great majority. We have noted that such social ac­ 
tivists as Malcolm Boyd freely admit that the move to 
the Center is both welcome and necessary. 
There is, of course, a mood, an attitude, a working 
philosophy within the ranks that dictated this direction. 
It has been building for some years and recent sparks 
touched off the explosion that has been waiting for the 
right moment: 
1) 
Economic depression: Call it recession, rolling ad­ 
justment, economic game-plan, any cliche can surface 
but the end result has been a steep decline in cash for 
national church treasuries. The “overhead church” which, 
for many denominations, meant a national headquarters 
staff that had become too big and too unaccountable. 
When the dollars stopped, many boards and agencies were 
practically out of business. Church missions, new church 
development, mass media projects, health care programs 
got the ax. Within the next 18 months most major de­ 
nominations will have had their most severe organization­ 
al shake-up in this century. Programs are shut down, 
offices closed, hiring ceased and the economic crusher 
has laid the overhead church low indeed. 
2) 
Social-political backfires: In the pursuit of justice 
and in sympathy with the aspirations of the poor, many 
church conventions have openly advocated the goals of 
controversial militants. Angela Davis, James Foreman, 
Reis Lopez Tijerina and his Alianza movement among 
Chicanos are three that come to mind. Some received 
cash. Others “grants,” others long-term loans. 
Now these worthy social efforts may have quite a dif­ 
ferent reception on the local level compared to the na­ 
tional assembly or agency that dispenses monies from the 
parishes. Someone’s social reformer may be someone 
else’s gangster. When the Episcopal Church of New Mex­ 
ico and Southwest Texas announced gifts of $28 000 to 
activist organizations within their district, they included 
$5,000 to the Black Berets of Albuquerque. The reaction 
to the latter gift generated opposition from even the 
bishop in Santa Fe, C. J. Kinsolving. The bishop argued 
unsuccessfully against the grant, noting that the Black 
Berets “claim the right to bear arms for self defense 
and to aid their struggle.” National, even regional, 
agencies will find it increasingly difficult, if not impos­ 
sible, to direct funds into local parishes if those same 
congregations do not have the right of consultation and 
participation. Or, yes, veto. 
3) 
Geography: The return to the Center is essentially 
the rise of the local parish. Wherever that may be, it 
most certainly is not in New York and Washington, D.C. 
There is substantial and constant suspicion of headquar­ 
ters personalities and agencies that operate out of the 
cities mentioned. Under discussion for the Presbyterians 
is a shift of staff and headquarters from Philadelphia 
and New York to some midwestern city. It would almost 
be a mandatory move if the United Presbyterians and 
the Southern Presbyterians should suddenly vote to accept 
merger. It makes economic sense in regard to travel and 
proximity to the local church. There are more Presby­ 
terians in California than New York and many more in 
St. Louis than in Washington, D.C. 
The church is moving toward the Center. Your church 
and mine. And the Center is the local congregation, the 
source of direction and financial power in the immediate 
years ahead. 


Rabbi Alexander S. Linchner. a high school principal from Brooklyn, has a determined 
faith that has transformed the dream of a Boys Town of Jerusalem into a reality. 
After the war of liberation in 1948 Rabbi Linchner went to Israel to see what was 
needed. He found conflict between refugees from the underdeveloped countries of Eu­ 
rope. Although all were Jews there was too great a diversification. The need was educa­ 
tion. a school to integrate diverse cultures from over a hundred communities. 
The beginning w as slow and hard. Students in his high school in Brooklyn raised 
money for the school. With the help of influential friends in the United States and Eng­ 
land Boys Town Jerusalem has grown and now has nearly 1.000 students with 100 
teachers working on a modernly equipped campus. The majority of the boys come from 
culturally and economically impoverished homes that could not afford to give them a 
secondary education. At Boys Town Jerusalem, besides academic and religious training, 
the boys are taught trades such as electronics, book publishing and furniture design and 
manufacturing. Faith in the future is faith in the youth and their education. Rabbi 


Linchner is fulfilling that need.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The challenge to President Nixon’s leadership in foreign 
affairs will grow. 
In fact, congressional challenge to the president’s lead­ 
ership will become more critical in years ahead, no mat­ 
ter who is president or chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 
This intensified Senate versus the President struggle is 
strongly predicted by new academic studies on the chang­ 
ing political relationships in this country, including work 
by political scientist, Dr. David N. Farnsworth of Wichita 
State University. 
These studies predict the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee will be rougher on treaties. Instead of accept­ 
ing them as written, as has been the custom, it may pos­ 
sibly want to write major provisions of important pacts 
rather than leaving this task up to the president and his 
negotiators. 
The committee, in fact, is likely to become more and 
more skeptical of executive requests generally. 
Nominations for ambassador and for high posts in the 
State Department may get more of the hard scrutiny 
now being given to Supreme Court associate justices. 
The Senate, and particularly the Foreign Relations 
Committee, is likely to develop a stronger, independent 
means of information gathering on foreign problems. 
More pressure may be put on the White House to open 
its own files. 
The president may be forced into greater caution in 
making international agreements. He will want to explore 
whether a particular arrangement or commitment will 
give rise to strong challenges in Congress which could 
hurt him politically. Before making nominations, the 
President will give more thought to how nominees will 
be received by the Senate. 
Farnsworth seems to believe the president will repeat­ 
edly ask himself: “Will Congress challenge this commit­ 
ment as an o v e r e x t e n s i o n of U.S. policy?” in 
much the same way that presidents once asked them­ 
selves, “Will Congress and the public accuse the admin­ 
istration of being soft on communism if a commitment is 
not made or intervention is not carried out?” 
The growing tendency of Congress to criticize will pos­ 
sibly cause the president to depend more on executive 
agreements with foreign countries and less on treaties 
which must be reviewed by the Senate though it is not 
clear how this would stifle congressional debate. 
Congressional skepticism of the Pentagon’s role in 
policymaking, it would also seem, may revive the im­ 
portance of the State Department in the development of 
foreign policy and downgrade the influence of the secre­ 
tary of Defense. 
The increasingly critical role of Congress in foreign 
affairs, if it pans out as predicted in this research, will 
be good if it leads to more open debate, exposing pitfalls 
overlooked by the administration, and provides the public 
with a clean view of the issues. It might, for one, keep 
this country from slipping into situations so tangled we 
could extricate ourselves only with the greatest difficulty 
once we found they served no worth-while purpose.

LESSON 
By Dr. William H. Taft 


Scripture: Luke 4: 31 4 0; 
5:12-26; 8: 1-3, 26-56 
Jesus inspired a unique faith 
among those who heard him. 
Faith has healing dimensions, 
whether the 
desired healing 
takes place or not. 
“ Your faith has made you 
well; go in peace.” 
Today’s memory lesson pro­ 
vides a good guide to this les­ 
son. 
God’s dependability is 
revealed in the natural proces­ 
ses of sickness and of healing. 
Two examples here dem on­ 
strate Jesus’ concern for the 
physical well-being of people. 
One involved an unknown wo- chairmanship 
man, the other a prominent 
man. 
The woman had been troub­ 
led for twelve years by a flow 
of blood. 
When Jesus came 
to her community He attracted 
a trem endous crowd. She had 
so much faith in His healing 
ability that she pushed through 
the mob merely to touch His 
robe. 
Such was her blind faith 
that she was cured of her ill­ 
ness. She expressed no doubt, 
no “ ifs” in her feeling of love 
for Christ. She had prayed for 
help; her prayer had been ans­ 
wered. 
Her faith had made 
her well. 
Jairus. the ruler in the syn­ 
agogue. had invited Jesus to his 
home to heal his daughter who 
was dying. 
While they were 
talking a messenger informed 
Jairus that his daughter had 
died. 
When Jesus was told that 
He need not bother to come 
to Jairus’ home. He replied 
“ Do not fear; only believe and 
she shall be well” . 
Some in 
the home only laughed when 
Jesus told them that “ she is 
not dead but sleeping.” 
, 
Despite this obvious lack 
of faith Jesus continued His 
ministry here, performing an­ 
other miracle. His invitation to 
the “ weary and heavy-laden” 
to come to Him did not go 
unheeded. 
Jesus dem onstrated through 
out His days here the need to 
cure the needs of each indivi­ 
dual. 
They may be physical, 
they may be m ental, they may 
be religious. 
Faith has been described in 
many ways by many persons. 
“ Faith is an act in which the 
will, the intellect, and the af­ 
fections all have their place,” 
said Dean W. R. Inge in Lond­ 
on. 
A noted surgeon once said 
he frequently witnessed recov­ 
eries that were thought impos­ 
sible. His best answer to these 
situations was the 
faith his 
patients had in God. 
Some four centuries ago an­ 
other physician said, “ I dress­ 
ed the wound, but God healed 
it.” 
Does Christ heal people to ­ 
day? If so, how? 
One might question the role 
of Christ in our everyday lives 
especiallv 
when he reads all 
the disastrous 
news in the 
newspapers. 
And too many 
of us refuse to bury our pride 
and turn to Him for help. 
“ Make love, not war,” is 
heard from our youth. 
But 
what is meant by “ love” here? 
Live if properly used has the 
power to transform and re­ 
make life. 
Any opinion survey for an 
alternate to war would bring 
many suggestions. 
One can 
only wonder how many respon­ 
dents would answer, “ love.” 
And how does one nation that 
professes a belief in God bat­ 
tle a nation that believes in 
some other leader? 
In today’s lesson we witness 
God’s interpretation of love. 
Much can be understood if 
one turns to the medical field 
as stressed in Luke. 
For example, 
“ For the 
Samaritan life was a healing 
journey. He took the wounded 
on the way and made them 
whole.” 
In fact, the life of a Chris­ 
tian is a “ healing journey” . For 
some, the question is, “ How 
little can I get by w ith?” For 
a Christian, “ How much can I 
do?” 
Sickness frequently comes 
to those who disobey the laws 
of God. Who can heal it better 
than God?

The Local Parish 
Takes Charge 


By REV. DAVID POLING 


In these columns we have said that the mood of the 
Christian church is for a return to the Center. The chal­ 
lenge and threats from the Right and Left have caused 
shake-up and conflict in the household of faith. The re­ 
sulting trend, from our viewpoint, is a return to the Cen­ 
ter where neither the coercion of the conservatives, nor 
the intimidation of the radicals can distort the witness of 
the great majority. We have noted that such social ac­ 
tiv ists as Malcolm Boyd freely admit that the move to 
the Center is both welcome and necessary. 
There is, of course, a mood, an attitude, a working 
philosophy within the ranks that dictated this direction. 
It has been building for some years and recent sparks 
touched off the explosion that has been waiting for the 
right moment: 
1) 
Economic depression: Call it recession, rolling ad­ 
justment, economic game-plan, any cliche can surface 
but the end result has been a steep decline in cash for 
nitiORll church treasuries The “overhead church” which, 
for many denominations, meant a national headquarters 
stall that had become too big and too unaccountable. 
When the dollars stopped, many boards and agencies were 
practically out oi bu sine ss. Church m issio n s, new church 
development, mass media projects, health care programs 
got the ax. Within the next 18 months most major de­ 
nominations will have had their most severe organization­ 
al shake-up in this century Programs are shut down, 
offices closed, hiring ceased and the economic crusher 
has laid the overhead church low indeed. 
2) 
Social-political backfires: In the pursuit of Justice 
and in sympathy with the aspirations of the poor, many 
church conventions have openly advocated the goals of 
controversial militants. Angela Davis, James Foreman, 
Reis Lopez Tijerina and his Alianza movement among 
Chicanos are three that come to mind. Some received 
cash. Others “ grants,” others long-term loans. 
Now these worthy social efforts may have quite a dif­ 
ferent reception on the local level compared to the na­ 
tional assembly or agency that dispenses monies from the 
parishes. Someone’s social reformer may be someone 
else’s gangster. When the Episcopal Church of New Mex­ 
ico and Southwest Texas announced gifts of $28 000 to 
activist organizations within their district, they included 
$5,000 to the Black Berets of Albuquerque. The reaction 
to the latter gift generated opposition from even the 
bishop in Santa Ee, C. J. Kinsolving. The bishop argued 
unsuccessfully against the grant, noting that the Black 
Berets “claim the right to bear arms for self defense 
and to aid their struggle ” National, even regional, 
agencies will find it increasingly difficult, if not impos­ 
sible, to direct funds into local parishes if those same 
congregations do not have the right of consultation and 
participation. Or, yes, veto. 
3) 
Geography: The return to the Center is essentially 
the rise of the local parish. Wherever that may be, it 
most certainly is not in New York and Washington, D C. 
There is substantial and constant suspicion of headquar­ 
ters personalities and agencies that operate out of the 
cities mentioned. Under discussion for the Presbyterians 
is a shift of staff and headquarters from Philadelphia 
and New York to some midwestern city. It would almost 
be a mandatory move if the United Presbyterians and 
the Southern Presbyterians should suddenly vote to accept 
merger. It makes economic sense in regard to travel and 
proximity to the local church. There are more Presby­ 
terians in California than New York and many more in 
St Louis than in Washington, D C. 
The church is moving toward the Center. Your church 
and mine. And the Center is the local congregation, the 
source of direction and financial power in the immediate 
years ahead.

On Foreign Policy

WASHINGTON (NEAi 
The challenge to President Nixon’s leadership in foreign 
affairs will grow. 
In fact, congressional challenge to the president’s lead­ 
ership will become more critical in years ahead, no mat­ 
ter who is president or chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee 
This intensified Senate versus the President struggle is 
strongly predicted by new academic studies on the chang­ 
ing political relationships in this country, including work 
by political scientist. Dr. David N. Farnsworth of Wichita 
State University. 
These studies predict the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee will be rougher on treaties. Instead of accept­ 
ing them as written, as has been the custom, it may pos­ 
sibly want to write major provisions of important pacts 
rather than leaving this task up to the president and his 
negotiators 
The com mittee, in fact, is likely to become more and 
more skeptical of executive requests generally. 
Nominations for ambassador and for high posts in the 
State Department may get more of the hard scrutiny 
now being given to Supreme Court associate justices. 
The Senate, and particularly the Foreign Relations 
Committee, is likely to develop a stronger, independent 
means of information gathering on foreign problems 
More pressure may be put on the W'hite House to open 
its own files. 
The president may be forced into greater caution in 
making international agreements. He will want to explore 
whether a particular arrangement or commitment will 
give rise to strong challenges in Congress which could 
hurt him politically. Before making nominations, the 
President will give more thought to how nominees will 
be received by the Senate. 
Farnsworth seem s to believe the president will repeat­ 
edly ask himself; “Will Congress challenge this commit­ 
ment as an o v e r e x t e n s i o n of U.S. policy?" 
in 
much the sam e way that presidents once asked them­ 
selves, “Will Congress and the public accuse the admin­ 
istration of being soft on communism if a commitment is 
not made or intervention is not carried out?” 
The growing tendency of Congress to criticize will pos­ 
sibly cause the president to depend more on executive 
agreements with foreign countries and less on treaties 
which must be reviewed by the Senate though it is not 
clear how this would stifle congressional debate 
Congressional skepticism of the Pentagon’s role in 
policymaking, it would also seem, may revive the im ­ 
portance of the State Department in the development of 
foreign policy and downgrade the influence of the secre­ 
tary of Defense. 
The increasingly critical role of Congress in foreign 
affairs, if it pans out as predicted in this research, will 
be good if it ieads to more open debate, exposing pitfalls 
overlooked by the administration, and provides the public 
with a clean view of the issues. It might, for one, keep 
this country from slipping into situations so tangled we 
could extricate ourselves only with the greatest difficulty 
once we found they served no worth-while purpose.
